
TO RAID DENIED 


Haggerty Case Not Yet 
Sent from Police 


First assistant district attor- 
ney James L. Alcock said Sat- 
urday that the district attor- 
ney’s office has not received a 
report yet from the police de- 
partment concerning the arrest 
Wednesday night of Criminal 
District Court Judge Edward A. 
Haggerty, but he added, “This 
is nothing unusual.” 

Alcock, in charge of the office 
with District Attorney Jim Gar- 
rison recovering from an opera- 
tion, vigorously denied reports 
around the city that the dis- 
trict attorney’s office was instru- 
mental in the raid. 

“We (district attorney’s of* 
flee) didn’t know anything 
about it until we saw it on 
television.” said Alcock. “It 
ti absolutely amazing that 
people are Speculating the dis- 
trict attorney’s office is be- 
; hind the raid.” 
i Alcock noted that Judge Hag- 
, gerty, who presided over the 
. Clay L. Shaw conspiracy trial, , 
Which the district attorney’s of- 
fice lost, tufned down two di- 
rected verdicts requested by 
' Shaw defence attorneys. 

1 It often takes about a Week 
for the district attorney’s Office 
to receive reports from the po- 
lice, said Alcock. 

Alcock said once the reports 
on the arrests of Judge Hag-
